1 . Applicant requests reconsideration and allowance of claims 1-6, 33 and 34 based 
on the following matters: 

• Applicant's specification, specifically page 5, line 20 through 33 and tables on pages 
8 and 8, provide support on how to use one digit to derive an input sequence or a 
PIN. 

• The number of digits in the sequence mapped is arbitrary, ... it could be a single 
digit extension in a system including a very small number of subscribers. 

In regards to those matters, the Examiner states that the specification does not support 
the use of a single digit telephone number or PIN. Further, Applicant fails to address the 
claim 6. As previously discussed on the Final rejection dated May 18, 2004; if one digit 
is used to derive an input sequence/telephone number or a PIN, there are only ten 
possibilities (0,1,2, 3, ... ,9). Thus all the input sequences/ telephone number and PINS 
will have to be derived from the only available digit. 

The request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application 
in condition for allowance.
